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(57) Abstract: A device for enabling a chemical 
formulation to be vapourized into an atmosphere 
having means (6) for storing the chemical formula- 
tion, wick means (4) in continuous contact with the 
chemical formulation, wick support means (1,5) 
for supporting the wick means, wherein the wick 
means (4) is wet by the chemical formulation and 
either upon contact with heater means (10) or hav- 
ing heat applied to the wick means (4), the chem- 
ical formulation is vapourized. 
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
